AN IMMENSE INDUSTRY. 
Tne Union Iron Works was incor- 
porated in 1883, for the purpose of 
building steel ships, and for the manu- 
facture of everything that went into 
the ships, except the paw materials. 
This incorporation followed the thirt 
years’ success of scott, Scott i 
Co., ploneer founders, who constructed 
much of the heavy machinery for the 
deep mines on the Comstock lode. Ship- 
yards, shops, wharves, docks and 
power-house were constructed at 
Hunter’s Point, mainly under the guid- 
ance of the late Irving X. t and 
James W. Dickie. 

The total area of the plan wr Is 
thirty-five acres, including ,0Q0 
square feet of floor surface under 
cover, and a water front of 1785 feet. 
The big fire of 1906 destroyed the 
hydraulic dry dock, but the tncorpora- 
tion has bought the five docks of the 
San Frauacisco Dry Decks Company. 
These docks, three of which are float- 
ing and two graving docks, increased 
the area of the plant by thirty-five 
actes. Plans have been prepared for 
an additional graving dock 1000 [feet 
long.

Operators say the Charieroi Com- 
pany does not come into competition 
with other operators, and that the test 
was made independently by that com- 
pany. 

It is further asserted that, with the 
run-of-mine basis as shown by experi- 
ments in 1898, the miner becomes care- 
less and shoots his coal so hard that 
it goes to pieces.
